Newspaper Law. 


The United States courts have passed iiiion 


and established the following laws,^governing 
subscriptions to newspapers- 


1. Subscribers \vho do not give express notice 


to the contrary are consideied as wishing to 
renew their subscription. 


2. If si.liscilbers order the discontinuance of 
their periodicals, the publisher may continue to 
sond them until all arrearages are paid. 


3. If subscribers neglect or refuse to take 


their pel lodicais from the posl ollice, they are 
responsible for subscription until they pay fur 
alt such periodicals mailed to them. 


4. If sub.-,cril>crs move to other places without 


informing the publisher, and the paper is sent 
to the former address, they are held respons- 
ible, 


5. The courts have decided that refusing to 
take periodicals from the ollice or removing anrl 
leaving them uncalled for, is puma facie evi- 
dence of intentional fraud. 


0. If subscribers pay in advance they are 


bound to give notice at the end of the time, if 
they do not wish to continue taking it; other- 
wise the publisher is authorized to send it, and 
the subscribers are responsible until an express 
notice, with payments and arrearages, is sent to 
tlie publisher. 


The latest postal laws are such that newspaper 


publishers can arrest anyone for fraud who 
takes a paper and refuses to pay for it. Under 
this law the man who allows his subscription to 
run along for borne time unpaid and then orders 
it discontinued, or orders the postmaster to 
mark It "refused," and have a postal card sent 
notifying the publisher, leaves himself liable to 
arrest and fine for fraud.—Pdu'tttckrt, II. /., ila- 
zdte and Chntniclt.

Sen ANTON. Pa., May 1.—General MM 


ter Workman Powderly of the Knights 
of Labor waa seen at his home yester- 
day by a reporter of the United Press. 
The master workman bad just returned 
from Buffalo, where ho had gone to ad- 
just labor differences. 
He waa asked 


his views concerning the labor demon- 
stration in New York and elsewhere to- 
day, and at first stated that he had 
nothing to say and that all such infor- 
mation should come from Mr. Gompers, 
president of the Federation of Labor, 
under whose auspices the demonstra- 
tion would be held. 


Mr. Powderly said that he would ad- 


dress a labor meeting in Jersey City 
this evening, at which time he would 
air his ideas concerning this great labor 
movement. Warming up to the subject 
he said that his petition on this ques- 
tion was too well known to need expla- 
nation. 
He had always 
favored an 


eight-hour law. The Knights of Labor 
had also indorsed it, adopting a pream- 
ble favoring it at the General Assembly 
in 1873. As he understood It, to-day's 
demonstrations throughout the country 
wore to convince the public that the 
labor element was really in favor of 
shorter hours for the toilers. It had 
been alleged by many that the eight- 
hour movement was simply for effect, 
and that the workman did not really 
favor it. After the demonstration of 
to-day It was to be hoped that there 
would be no untrue charges of thll 
kind. 


"The movement to secure an eight- 


hour law is an universal one," said Mr. 
Powderly, 
"and we are all working 


steadily for it. 
Within the last few 


years about thirty industries employ- 
Ing labor have adopted it, and still 
others have adopted the nind-bour sys- 
tem. In some instances workmen re- 
ceived but eight-hours' compensation 
and in others they got ten-hours' pay 
for eight hours work. 
Other industries 


pay their workmen ten hours compen- 
sation for nine hours' work. 


"The plan which I recommended to 


;he General Assembly was to reduce the 
aours of labor one-half hour each year

BESOLtTTIONS AND BEMABKS. 


0. L. Hovey read the condensed pro- 


ceedings of the advisory board ot the 
church on the resignation of Bev, Dr. 
Vosbnrgh, to take effect May 31, "90. 
The board recommended the acceptance 
of the resignation, appointed a committee 
on resolutions, and suggested that the 
pastor appoint a committee of three in 
secunng a new pastor. A motion was of- 
fered that the report be received and 
adopted, which was carried. 


Before the motion was pot Bro. I. A. 


Buckingham, at whose office the meeting 
of the advisory board was held, arose to 
address the congregation. He said the 
minutes of that meeting as just read did 
not do full justice to the board and yet the 
exact facto were correctly stated. 
There 


were consultations and conferences at 
that meeting which could not properly 
te incorporated in the report of the board. 
The speaker was present and he could 
state that the decision to accept the re- 
signation was not promptly nor quickly 
reached. It was done with great reluc- 
tance. It was first suggested that the 
resignation be not accepted, and then it 
was suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to confer with Bro.;Vosburgh and 
if possible induce him to withdraw his 
resignation. But it was known to the 
board that several of the members of the 
church had labored hard and long to get 
Dr. Voeburgh to reconsider his determi- 
nation to resign, but without avail. All 
know that it was far from a pleasant 
duty to act on the resignation, and the 
recommendation of its acceptance would 
not have been reached had it not been 
known that all persuasive powers had 
been exhausted ml he effort to get the 
pastor to remain with us. In conclusion 
Bro. Buckingham stated that he made 
the foregoing statement that the mem- 
bers of the church and the people gener- 
ally may know the true action of the 
board and that they may be acquainted 
in a measure at least with the heartfelt 
pangs of sorrow of the board and the 
church membership m accepting the res- 
ignation of their beloved pastor. 


Mr Saxton then called for the report 


of the committee on resolutions—Edwin 
Park, 1. A. Buckingham and Dr. L. H 
Clark—and the feeling testimonial was 
read as follows by Bro. Buckingham 


Sadly and soirowfully we recognize the fact 


that we must part with our beloved preacher, 
but we cannot permit our connections to be sev 
ereU without testifying our appieclatlon of 
Brother Vosburgh as a man, a citizen, and a 
minister 


We have found him at all times during his 


pastorate here, a true friend, a safe counsellor, 
aiid a devoted aud tireless laborer for the 
church, ever true to his convictions, an able 
and fearless advocate of the light, honorable 
and upright in his intercourse with men, strong 
and untllnchini; In his devotion to his friends, 
tender and loving in all the relations of life, 
eloquent and powerful In his messages of 
promise from the Master, energetic, ambitious, 
and peerless as a pastor. Thoroughly Imbued 
with the spirit of advancement, he has applied 
himself diligently and heroically to the task of 
building up the church, and developing, unfold 
lug and broadening the spiritual and moral DOS 
slbllltles of our people 


We feel that we owe to Ills untiring ?eal and 


enterprise, not only our new building and our 
'argelv increased membership, but the proud 
place we occupy as a church 


The name ol George B \ osburgh Is written 


high up in the list of our ministers, engraved in 
characters of true affection on the tablets of our 
memory, and In the warmest and best places in 
our hearts it is enshrined and Interlocked with

While the sorrow of our separation sets

Among others, one 
can see here examples of the hides, skins 
or leather of the sea lion, alligator, 
chameleon, lizard, eel, turkey, crow, 
hawk, codfish, cassowary, porcupine, 
Persian goal, wild boar, dog, seal, calf 
sea wolf, elk, Tampico goat, kangaroo, 
African antelope, porpoise. Rocky moun- 
tain sheep, Rocky mountain antelope, 
chamois, boa constrictor, shark, walrus, 
lamb, armadillo, elephant, cat, crocodile, 
garfish, pig boar, St. Bernard dog, West 
India pelican, wild swan, woodchnck 
rabbit, monkey, sheep, Australian wolf, 
raccoon, black bear, buffalo, camel, Ca- 
nadian wild trout, dogfish, European 
sturgeon, wildcat, opossum, badger, pan 
ther, skunk, wild turkey, wild duck, wild 
goose, chicken, eagle, horse, East India 
goat, luwack, ant eater, Russian dog, 
agouti, squirrel, guinea pig, prairie dog, 
wolf, fawn, black monkey, peccary, red 
jnonkey, nylghau, waterbok, gray gnu, 
hartebeest, lion, koodo, caribou, alliga- 
tor, mole, zebra, tapir and of the Ameri- 
can elk.

One of the rarest of all 
the specimens ia a piece of genuine 
mammoth skin, with some of the hair 
still on it, which was cut from the dead 
body of one of these great extinct ani- 
mals, which had melted out from be- 
neath the primeval ice of Siberia.— New
